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How Perſicles wyas created King of Aſſyria, and travelled into Perſia, to the Marriage of his Siſter Piera, 
to the Emperor's Son Deloratus : how he is now enamour'd of Conſtantia, and returned into Aſſyria. 
N ancient King named Pius ruled the Land of Aria, in great Peace, as well fortunate 
by the Love of his Subjects, and other outward Bleſſings, as with two fair Children, a Son - 
and a Daughter, that after his Death ſhould ſucceed in his Empire; and by reaſon Age was: 
now ſo much grown upon him, he found himſelf wearied and unable to exerciſe the Care 
| that belonged to. the Government of ſo mighty a Nation; alſo, he beholding in his 80 
more than ordinary Gravity, and ſo forward a Mind to Virtue, as that he might well commit a Mate 
ter of ſuch Weight to his Care. he determined to give himſelf to reſt, (as well agreed with his Age) 
and therefore cauſed all the Peers of the Land to be aſſembled. This done, all ſat in Parliament, che 
old King utter d his Mind, which was to eſtabliſh his Son Per/icles in his Kingdom. The Peers ha: 
ving perfect Knowledge of his Virtues, gave their whole Conſent, and ſo Perficles was within a fe 
Days crowned King; Pius having effected this according to his Mind, yet could not be at Quiet till 
he had appointed a Match for his Daughter befitting her Eſtate; to further which good Intent it haps? 
pen'd that Deloratus, Son and Heir to the Emperor of Perfia,. hearing of Piera's Beauty, came into + 
the Country=of ria, and by long Suit at laſt obtained her good Will, and her Father's Conſent, be 
ing aſſured tozher in the preſence of moſt, or all his Peers; but becauſe certain Conditions were to 
be dp, a King his Father, the Solemnities of Marriage were deferred until that was per= 
formed; and from that time ſhould not long be protracted, which Deloratus with great Earneſtneſs-* 
haſted. Perſicles with the Conſent of his Father accompanied his Siſter Piera into Perſia, attemded by = 
a Number of gallant Knights, as well to ſee the Conditions ratified, and the Marriage performed as” 
alſo to do Deliratus Honour: After their Departure, they within few Days arrived in the kingdom :

The Solemnization of the Marriage was deferred for certain Days; for the Emperor of PH e 
termined to have the ſame performed with great Pomp, whither he invited many of his neighbouring 
Kings, as of Arabia, Natolia, and Theſſalia.

and Pericles ſeeing him, met ſo full with the Pummel of his Sword againft his Breaft, that 


had not his Steed yielded, he had broken his Back; with that the 4rmenians affailed him 


round about with ſuch unequal ods, being a Multitude to one, that ſemetimes they were 
thruſt ſo near upon him in the Throng, that they ſwayed him up and down; thoſe that 


came next him died by his Sword, their dead Bodies falling down between his Steed's Legi, 
which made him lay about with ſuch Fury, that he ſoon made them give Way In the mean time, 
whilſt the moſt part of the Battle were bent to deſtroy him, the 4/rians had made ſuch Slaugh- 
ter amongſt the out wings of the Army, that moſt of them were ſlain, and the reſt fled. Thrureus 
f:aring Perſictes's harm, tor that he miſſed him, with his Followers ſoon found him out, and by 
that means reſcued him from the multitude who had unhorſed him, being conſtrained to fight 
on Foot, and ſcarce able to withold himſelf from ſtumbling on the dead Carcaſſes of thoſe 
whom he had ſlain.

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Hellen kept that which he had done concerning Con/tantia from the Knowledge of Selia, determin- 
ing never to ſee her again; Within ſhort time after, ſuch Diſcord began to be between him and her, 
that the whole Court was in an Uproar, and he found ſuch Diſquiet with her, that he then began to 
hate her, and abandon her Company, and to dote on the Remembrance of Conſtantia, repenting him 
of the evil he had done her, and reſolved again to fee her, Where, when, he came, he found the 
Gate at the Entrance of the Bridge faſt ſhut, and nothing but a Horn hanging thereat faſtned to a 
Chain, Which he winded and preſently one of the Giants came to the Door, With whoſe Sight he 
Rood affrighted, till be asked What he would have? 7 world, ſaid he, peak avith Penthraſos The 
Giant bid him come in, and ſhutting faſt the Entrance, brought him before Ila, w bo preſently know- 
ing him, ſaid, © I underſtand the cauſe of your coming, Which thou ſhalt never obtain, fof which 
* diſloyal Thought, and other ignoble Deeds, thou ſhalt never depart from hence, until the Lady which 
© thou didft cauſe to be encloſed here be ſet at Liberty; and then not ſuffering him to anſwer, ſhe cauſed 
© him to be bound, and carried into a dark Dungeon, Where he was hardly dieted, and worſe treated.” 

Ila having him in her Cuſtody, knew that none elſe was privy to Conſtantia's being there, cauſed 
theſe Verſes to be written in Letters of Gold, and hung them over the outward Gates, and by the 


ſame Conflantia's Picture, whereon ſhe caſt ſuch a Spell that all that beheld it were in Love with her.

Palian and Altheſus met Montelion not knowing him, but ſuppoſing chat i it was he that made ſuch 
Slaughter amongſt them the laſt Day, both affailed him, who in his Heart rejoyced that he had met 
with ſuch Champions to make Trial of his Va'our, continuing ſo brave a Combat between them both, 
as is not to be deſcribed. 

: By this Time the Cry began on the other fide, with ſuch a hideous Noiſe, that Palian's Heart 
was affrighted therewith, and defended himſelf as if a ſlender Youth had encountred with a great 
Giant, and began to ſound a Retreat, haſtening to the City with all Speed; which could not be cal- 

| led a Retreat, but ratner, an abſolute Flight; for it was done with ſuch Haſte, as if they had been

cings, and the Soldiers applauded their Valour with great Rejoycings, and every one. (according to 
the preſent Occaſion) betook themſelves to their Charges, pending © the Day in more Joy and Secu- 
rity than ever they had done.

Bs without the City, and parted from all Company, they travelled towards Arabia, ſpending 


many Days without any Adventure, and overpaſling the tediouſneſs of that Travel in Confe- 
rence of ſundry Matters; but more eſpecially Perſicles deciphered the Favour, Proportion, Beauty 


and Countenance of Con/tantia, that Mantelion might the better know her.

Manlelicn thanked him faying, he was 
pleated fo it liked the Lady: With that they began to go, but Mentelien by Reaton of his fore bruiſe, .

Hen ſhe-had ended theſe Words the Hermit come in, which broke off their Communication, 
| telling him that Ampbiador with many Followers were entred the Wood where the Giants lay 
dead. Philatheta then thought all Care paſt ; but remembering ſhe muſt part from Montelion her Heart 
fainted with Grief, and ſhe was exceedingly troubled; for ſhe knew well that Amphiador was rude 
and ſuſpicious, and that he would not thank him, nor invite him to his Caſtle: He having formerly {| 
diſgraced others that ſought her Love. Montelion on the other ſide ſtudied what Means to enjoy her | 
Company; and yet he though it a Diſhonour to him to follow Love, and leave Per/icles in ſearch of 
Conſtantia, and the Knowledge of his Parents; But to rid them both out of their troubled Thoughts.
